Bob 
Carbone,  the  Forester's  number  one  quarterback  was  out  with  a  sprained 
ankle.  Dirk  Young  was  also  out  with  battered  ribs.  Jack  Nash,  tackle, 
played  with  a  bad  case  of  banged-up  ribs,  while  Denny  Johnson,  guard, 
Welton  Mansfield,  end,  and  Leo  Ferrari,  fullback,  were  all  nursing  in- 
juries sustained  in  the  Wheaton  contest.
